1 . Claims 2-10 and 19-29 are allowed. The closest prior art of record, Bassemir et al. (US 
3,552, 986), fail to teach a method of producing a printed packaging material comprising 
applying radiation activatable ink to a packaging material wherein the ink, applying a energy 
curable coating ove rhte ink a nd curing is substantially free of curable fiinctionality as instantly 
claimed. There is no other prior art teaching of a method of producing a printed packaging 
material comprising an ink, which is substantially free of curable fiinctionality as instantly 
claimed.
